T 


HE •aeek just closed enhanced the general op 


timisra •which now quite generally prevails 


thruout the United States. 
Stocks led the way up- 


ward, money the trend of capital backward. Yet 
both are based on fundamentals. 
The former that 


we are swinging into an era of prosperity; the lat- 
ter, little or no demand for plant extensions -which 
usually prevails on such prosperous conditions. 


Railroads, coppers, oils, motors, steels played 


dominant parts in the financial quotations, and hav- 
ing for their cause increased demand for tran?porta- 
tion, metals, lubrication and finished products. The 
stock market traditionally forecasts conditions to 
actually occur six months later. 
On the present bull 


market one might proclaim that the country itself 
•will not touch prosperity In flood tide until fall. 
But 


contrary to this, everywhere unemployment Is grow- 
ing less; and prices firming. 


International relations are no better, and no 


•worse, than they have been lor months past. 
The 


Genoa conference failed, but It -was a beginning. The 
Hague convention may accomplish more; but Wall 
street has discarded Europe and is basing national 
prosperity on national needs. Stocks and stores have 
been consumed; building is six years to the rear of 
population; roiling stock is worn out as are private 
and commercial motor cars. Little or no capital is 
needed for manufacturing purposes, because plants 
•were built up to peak loads five years ago. 


The coal strike, now almost two months old, Is 


showing no deterrent phase upon Industry. It Is to 
ha expected that early June will possibly bring a tet- 
tlement between the coal operators and the miners. 
Otherwise, a>j Monte fristo said, the world is mine. 


Locally, retail trade has not yet reflected the 


lettered conditions m the shops and in employment 
generally. 
Bulldins operations are on a broader 


scale than since 193 T, but they will double as capital 
is gradually a\ahable. 
Banks are still hard pushed 


for loanable funds, and the Building & Loans are only 
caring for small home purchasers. 
In fact, few are 


taking on more than $3,0^0 to one customer.

DAYLIGHT SAVING FOR LIMA 


*PPOSITIO.V to placing Lima on daylight saving 


probably will rome before the city commission 


when i' is ready to act on this troublesome question. 
In far-1. at least a majority of the commissioners have 
expressed themselves against the change unless it has 
the uniform backing of city and county alike. 


A large percentage of workers are opposed to 


the adoption of eastern time. There are enough who 
are not in favor of It to start a referendum in case 
it is adopted. Likewise, there appears to be no single 
organization in the city wholly in favor Of it. 
This 


has caused the Chamber of Commerce to keep hands 
off the suggestion on three different occasions when 
it came up. 


Farmers likewise are divided, but it is known 


that the majority are opposed to faster time. The 
county offices here would not adopt the new time 
and neither would railroads entering the city with the 
exception of the Ohio Electric, which now uses east- 
ern time. 


Adoption of faster time as a permanent institu- 


tion would work a hardship on school children in 
the city during the winter months. 
Workers in a 


great many Instances also would be forped to start 
for their place* of employment 
before 
daylight. 


Railroad shops would continue on a central time 
basis and confusion would result from this quarter. 


We do not believe daylight saving, unless gener- 


al, has sufficient advantages to overcome the disad- 
vantages. 
True It is that it would work well for 


those who start their duties at a later hour In the 
day, but unless it can be uniform it would become BO 
confusing and distasteful to a big majority that its 
advantages would be lost sight of. 


The city commission will do well to consider 


every angle of this problem before making eastern 
time tha official time for Lima. If we are to have a 
repetition of the fiasco. caused by such action two 
years ago, the city will be better off not to enact an 
ordinance it will be forced by popular opinion to re- 
peal in a short time. 
The alignment of forces at 


present indicate that the same contentions will come 
up and that the same confusion will result as then.

DODGING TAXES

TATEMENTS of City Manager Bingham concern- 


ing the amount of taxable property missed and 


not placed on the duplicate have started a mild con- 
troversy. 
The manager believes there are enough 


tax dodgers in the city to assist the city materially 
it all property could be listed. 


The manager undoubtedly is correct in part, at 


least. Much property escapes taxation in every com- 
munity because of dishonesty on the part of owners. 
They are placed on their honor to make correct re- 
turns under the present law and where misrepresen- 
tations are found officials have recourse at law and 
heavy penalties are possible. 


Dodging of taxes has become a favorite pastime 


with too many people, especially since the late "war 
made necessary an extension of federal taxes. Many 
regard it a mark of ability to be able to cheat suc- 
cessfully when paying taxes. The offense Is not con- 
fined to any particular class or community, but is 
general. 


Those who believe beating city, state or nation 


out of taxes is a legitimate proposition should he 
disillusioned by a strict application of law governing 
such thctts, for the failure to pay every dollar due as 
taxes is nothing less than thievery. 


The offenses complained of by the city manager 


probably are no more common here than elsewhere, 
The fact that tax collections are not 100 per cent 
cannot be charged to any Individual or individuals, 
but to the system under which we are operating and 
the tendency of many to evade their duties.

12 medium puffs. 
PUFF SHELLS 


One cup boiling water 1-2 cup 


butter, 1 cup flour, 3 eggs. 


Put water and butter in a per- 


fectly smooth sauce pan. Bring; to 
the boiliag point. 
When bubbling 


rapidly add the flour all at once and 
stir vigorously over the fire until 
the mixture leaves the sides and .bot- 
tom of the pan. 


The flour should be measured be- 


fore sifting. 
The cooked mixture 


should be perfectly smooth and very 
stiff. 
Let cool. Add one egg, un- 


beaten, ana .beat until the egg is 
thoroly mixed with the dough and 
the mixture is smooth. 
Add the 


second egg and beat as in the first 
instance. 
Add third egg and beat. 


The finished mixture must be very 


smooth. 
Each egg must be thor- 


oly incorporated in the mixture be- 
fore another egg be added. 
Drop 


from the spoon onto a buttered and 
floured baking sheet and bake half 
an hour in a moderate oven. 
,Cool 


before splitting to fill. 
CREAM PUFFS WITH CHOCOLATE 
SAUCE 


Make an opening in the side of 
each puff and fill with whipped 
cream. The cream should be slight- 
ly 
sweetened 
and flavored with] 


vanilla. 
Serve on a plate with 


chocolate sauce poured over. 
j 


To make chocolate sauce, melt two 


squares baker's chocolate over hot 
water. Add one cup 
granulated 


sugar 
and one-third cup 
coru- 
etarch in two tablespoons cream and 
stir into hot mixture. Bring to boil- 
ing point and remove from fire. Add 
one-half teaspoon vanilla and let 
cool slightly to serve. 
COOKED CREAM FILLING 


One cup milk, 1-2 cup sugar, I ta- 


blespoon butter, 2 eggs. 1 tablespoon 
cornstarch, 1-2 teaspoon vanilla. 


Heat milk in double boiler to the 


scalding point. Beat eggs with corn- 
starch. Add sugar to hot miik. Add 
butter ^nd when milk reaches boil- 
ing point stir in egg mixture. Cook 
until thick. Remove from heat and! 
let cool. 
Beat in vanilia and nil 


puffs with mixture. 
STRAWBERRY CREAM FILLING 
One-half cup butter, 1 cup pow- 


dered sugar, 1 egg white, 1 cup 
fresh strawberries. 


Beat butter to a cream and beat 


In three-Quarters cup sugar. 
The 


mixture should be as smooth and 
creamy as hard sauce. 
Beat white 


of egg till stiff and dry with a 
whisk. 
Beat m remaining sugar, f 


Fold egg mixture into first mixture 
and add berries slightly crushed. 
Mix carefully and use as filling for 
puffs. 


Puff shells are quite as nice to 


serve as the main course at a lun- 
cheon if filled with creamed meat or 
fish. Remove the top from the puffs 
to fill. Fill with creamed chicken 
and mushrooms, creamed tuna fish 
and pimentoes, creamed sweetbreads 
and truffles, creamed crab meat or 
shrimps.

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OU don't need a scientist to tell 
you that house flies increase rapid- 
ly in the Summer time. 


But: Just exactly how rapidly they In- 


crease has never been known—until now. 


A cablegram announces that French sci- 


entists have just concluded a series of 
experiments which give the exact "birth 
irate" of flies with precis© mathematical 
accuracy—and what they found out sur- 
prised them quite as much as it will sur- 
prise you. 


They were more than surprised—they 


wore appalled nt the fly's amazing re- 
productive powers. Why? Because Ihe* 
common house fly. with its universal habit 
of spreading infection and disease, is re- 
garded, by science to-day as mankind's 
deadliest, enemy—as an ever-present men- 
ace to human life and health. 


Professor E. Roubaud. of Paris, member 


of the French Academy of Sciences, is re- 
sponsible for the "birth rate" experiments. 
They were of a nature that, left no room 
for doubt. Great scientists have si way 
of approaching such subjects with the 
curious simplicity of small boys. Remem- 
ber Ben Franklin with his kite—and 
Galileo dropping a croquet ball and a 
cannon ball from tho Leaning Tower. 


As for Professor Henbane!, be v*nt to 


the hardware store .and nought, a quantity 
of wire .fly-screening, which he trundled 
home, and with which he built, a big case 
•—to the considerable annoyance of his 
wife, who felt that there were nlreadr 
enough flies in the world without startiii" 
a private scientific hatchery in lier own 
sun parlor.

fading- her pantry for a number of'cans 
of condensed milk, which bo dumped 'out 
into soup plates. And. what was worse, 
he lugged home a flower box filled with 
barnyard refuse. Then he caught six com- 
mon female house flies, introduced them 
into the cage, and. prudently escaped to 
his club.

to study his flies and smoke his pipe.

BIX flies had averaged 105 eggs and by 
the end of the month, the total produc- 
tion was 2,692 eggs.

The 
figures' show that at the end of four 
months, the six females had 3,985,969,- 
357,755,100 descendants.

In Its free and natural state, 
might even exceed this appalling birth 
rate and total approximately one million 
billion flies. 


Of course, the experiment of Professor 


Roubaud. as it progressed, became a little 
more complicated. It was necessary to 
make sure that there were no eggs In the 
refuse to begin with. It was necessary 
to count the first batches of eggs wbea 
they were laid. And it was further neces- 
sary to isolate the original six flies in a 
separate compartment of the cage before 
the first batches of new flies had hatched. 
But all -these things were carefully done, 
and the results are Accepted by science as 
of approximate mathematical accuracy. 


The flies kept under observation In cap- 


tivity by Professor Rouband averaged 105 
eggs each at a sitting. The general aver- 
age, however. Is believed toy scientists to 
be even larger. American authorities place 
it at about 120. And every female fly, if 
ehe escapes the flypaper, swatter and 
traps, lives normally to deposit from two to 
four such 'batches of eggs. In other words, 
every female house fly which you do not 
Kill may produce as many as 480 eggs — 
and most of these eggs, within ten days, 
will produce other full-grown flies, which. 
will set about laying eggs In their turn. 


So the thing goes on during the entire 


Spring. Summer and Fall, not in mere 
arithmetical, but In geometric progression. 
And this "geometrical progression" is one 
of the most amazing things in the whole 
realm of mathematics. You probably re- 
member the story illustrating It in your
